Fort William, Home Department, Legislative, the 
25th March, 1848. 


The following Act passed by the Governor 
General of India in Council on the 23th of March 
1848, is hereby promulgated for general infor- 
mation. 


Act No. IX. or 1848. 


An Act to repeal Acts No. XII. of 1839 and 
No. XII. of 1840, and to raise funds for Police and 
Municipal purposes throughout the Settlement of 
Prince of Wales’ Island, Singapore and Malacca, 
and the dependencies and places subordinate or 
annexed thereto, by levying an Assessment upon the 
rents, produce and income derived from Buildings 
and Lands within the said Settlement, and by taxing 
Carriages, Waggons, Carts, Horses, and Mules hept 
or used within the same. 


1. It ishereby enacted, that from and after the 
First day of January 1849, Act No. XIL. of 1839 
and Act No. XII. of 1840, are repealed. 


II. And it is hereby enacted, that from the said 
First day of January 1849 an Assessment at a rate 
not exceeding ten per cent., to be fixed from time 
to time, as he shall think fit, by the Chief Civil 
Authority within the incofporated Settlement of 
Prince of Wales’ Island, Singapore and Malacca, 
shall be levied every half-year in advance on the 
actual or estimated rents of all Houses, Shops and 
other Bu-ldings situated within the said Settlement 
and the depend-ncies and places now or hereafter 
to be subordinate or annexed thereto, to be paid 
by the Tenant or Tenants, or Occupier or Occu- 
piers of such Houses, Shops and other Buildings 
at the time of ruch Assessment Provided always, 
that the Bevoral Houses or Buildings specified in 
Schedule A hereunto annexed, shall be exempted 
from Assessment under this Act. 


IY. And it is hereby enacted, that from and 
after the day aforesaid an Assesement at a rate 
not exceeding five per cent, to be fixed from 
time to time as he shall eee fit by the said Chief 
Civil Authority, shall be levied half-yearly or annu- 
ally «upon the actual rent or upon the value of 
the net produce derived from all] lands situated 
in thesgaid Settlement, dependencies and places 
held, possessed, or used for purposes of agriculture 
or cultiation of any description whatsoever. Pro- 
vided always, that no Assessment shall be charged 


on any rent paid as quit rent to the East Indié 
Company for lands held under leases or other 
titles from the said Company, and that the pro- 
duce of lands of less extent than three (3) acres 
used for the cultivation of Paddy, Siri, or Vegeta- 
bles, and lands of which the annual net produce 
shall be less than ‘Ten Spanieh Dollars, if it shall 
be the sole assessable property of any one or more 
persons, shall be exempted from the payment of 
any Assessment under this Act. 


IV. And it is hereby enacted, that in order to 
ascertain the value of the net produce of any such 
lands for any one year or half-year for the purpose 
of levying such Assessment the amount of outlay 
actually paid and expended during that particular 
period in and upon the lands yielding such pro- 
duce and in the manufacture of any such produce 
(not including either the purchase money of such 
lands, or the original outlay thereon, or the cost 
or purchase money of any articles of Machinery 
used or employed, or of any Buildings erected 
thereon) shall be deducted from the estimated 
value, at the then local current rate, of the gross 
quantity or amount of produce whether manufac- 
tured or otherwise derived from such Janda, and 
that upon the overplus or net balance value so 
ascertained the said Assessment shall be levied and 
paid. 

V. And it is hereby enacted, that in order to 
facilitate the collecting of Assessment on lands in 
manner specified in Section IV. of this Act, it shall 
and may be lawful for the Collector or other Offigar 
appointed in manner hereinafter mentioned ‘te 
collect the same at each of the gaid Stations of 
Prince of Wales’ Island, Singapore and Malacca, 
and the dependencies and places aforesaid to require 
the Owner, Occupier, Agent, Superintendent ar 
other person in charge of any such lands to furnt 
him either annually or half yearly in writing ung 
his or their hand or hands, with a true and detailed 
statement of the gross and actual quantity and 
amount of produce of what nature and kindsoever 
yielded by the said land or manufactured therefrom 
during either of the said periods, and likewise a 
true and detailed statement of the amount of 
actual outlay paid and expended in the cultivation 
of the said land and in the preparation or magu~ 
facture of the produce thereof during the. he. 
periods, which said statements shall be verified: ty 
oath or affirmation to be made by such pergen or 
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persons before one of Her Majesty's Justices of 
the Peace at such Station (who is hereby autho- 
rized and required to administer the same) if there- 
to required by the said Collector or other Officer as 
aforesaid. And any person or persons who shall re- 
fuse to make such oath or affirmation, or who shall 
refuse to furnish such statement, shall on conviction 
thereof before the Court of Quarter Session at 
such Station, be liable to pay a fine not exceeding 
Two Hundred Spanish Dollars, and in default of 
payment thereof to be imprisoned for a term not 
exceeding two months. 

VI. And it is hereby enacted, that from and 
after the day aforesaid a ‘lax shall be levied half- 
yearly in advance on all Carriages, Waggons, 
Carts, Horses, Mules and [lephants in use or 
kept within the said Settlement, dependencies and 
places to be charged on the Owner or Owners, or 
where the Owner is absent or cannot be ascertain- 
ed, on the person or persons in charge thercof, at 
the following rates, that 18 to say :

and that if the payment of any such Tax shall not be 
duly made it shall be lawful for any Justice of the 
Peace upon being satisfied that due diligence has 
been used to obtain payment, to issue his Warrant 
for levying the amount of such Tax by seizing 
and selling the Goods and Chattels of the person 
or persons so charged with the payment of such 
Tax and so making default. Provided always, 
that the several velicles and animals, specified in 
Schedule B hereunto annexed, shall be exempted 
from the payment of any ‘lax under this Act. 


VII. And it is hereby enacted, that the Chief 
Civil Authority of the satd Settlement shall have 
power to appoint a Collector or Collectors, or such 
other Officer or Officers as may be deemed requi- 
site for the collection of the Assessment and ‘Taxes 
leviable under this Act at the several Stations of 
Prince of Wales’ Island, Singapore and Malacca, 
and the dependencies and places subordinate or 
annexed thereto respectively. 

VIII. And it is hereby enacted, that in any 
case where payment shall not be duly made of any 
Assessment charged and demanded under autho- 
rity of this Act, the Collector or other Officer ap- 
pointed to collect the same shall certify in writing 
puch non-payment to any Justice of the Peace who, 
¥ he shall be satisfied that due diligence bas been 
‘used to obtain payment, and that the same has 
been improperly withheld, shall issue his Warrant 
for levying the amount of such Assessment by eeiz- 
ure and sale of any Goods and Chattels and growing 
‘Crops whatsoever and to whomsoever belonging 
in or upon the Houses, Shops or other Buildings, 
or in or upon the lands respectively charged, and 
the overplus, if any, after deducting the expences 
of such ¥dizure and sale, shall be paid to the Owner 
or Owners of the Goods, Chattels, or growing 
Crops so seized and sold, or to the person or per. 
sors in whose possession the same may have been 


found.

IX. And it is hereby enacted, that it shal] be 
competent for the Collector or other Officer ap. 
pointed to collect the aforesaid Assessment ma 
Sie at the said Stations of Prince of Wales’ 
Island, Singapore and Malacca, and the depen- 
dencies and places aforesaid, in lieu of proceed- 
ing against defaulters by Warrant of Distress as 
aforesaid, to sue in his name for the recovery of 
any arrears through any Court of Justice to which 
such defaulteré shall or may be amenable. 


X. And it is hereby enacted, that the Court of 
Quarter Session of the said Settlement shall have 
power to hear and determine in such manner ag to 
the said Court shall seem just all appeals by 
parties who may feel themselves aggrieved by, or 
who may have any reason to object fo any demand 
for payment of any Assessment or ‘T’ax leviable 
upder this Act whether on the ground of surcharge 
or otherwise, provided always, that before any ap- 
plication for any such appeal shall be entertained 
by the said Court the party or parties making the 
same shall first pay the amount of the Assessment 
or ‘Tax charged, and at the time of such payment 
give notice in writing of his or their intention to 
appeal to the Collector or other Officer by whom 
such Assessment or ‘I’ax may have been demanded. 


XI. And it is hereby enacted, that no appeal 
shall be allowed by the said Court of Quarter 
Session unless the same shall have been made and 
prosecuted within three months from the time of 
payment of the amount of Assessment or Tax de- 
manded and delivery of such notice to the Collec- 
tor or other Officer aforesaid. 


XII. And it is hereby enacted, that the 
monies collected from the Assessment and Taxes 
leviable under this Act at the said several 
Stations of Prince of Wales’ Island, Singa- 
pore and Malacca, and the dependencies and places 
aforesaid, shall be called the * Municipal Fund,” 
and that the same or so much thercof as shall 
be required shall be applied in manner herein- 
after mentioned, towards the payment and main- 
tenance of an efficient Police and of an Estab- 
lishment for the collection of the said Assessment 
and ‘Taxes at each of the said Stations, dependen- 
cies and places; and also towards the efficient 
watching, repairing, renewing, cleaning, draining 
and keeping in repair the public Roads and Streets 
and all other public thoroughfares in ‘Town and 
Country at each of the said Stations, dependencies 
and places; and also towards the repairing, renew- 
ing, building, rebuilding, cleansing and securely 
upholding all public Bridges, Jetties, Quays, 
Aqueducts, Canals, Sluices, Sewers and Sluice- 
gates made for or in the occupation or use of the 
public atthe said Stations, dependencies and places 
either made, commenced or hereafter to be made; 
and also towards the lighting of the said public 
Streets and Bridges, and to the effecting of other 
purposes necessary for the comfort and protection 
of the inhabitants of the said Settlement, depen- 
dencies and places. Provided always, that all 
Roads, Streets and Bridges leading to and ter- 
minating at any Government House and other 
Building belonging to Government, or any Military 
Post, Barracks or Cantonment, or any Hospital, 
Poor House, Sailor’s Home or other Penevolent 
or Charitable Institation under the patronage of 
Government, or any place of public Worship shall 
be deemed to be Public Roads, Streets and Bridges 
within the meaning of this Act. 


XII. And whereas it ie desirable, that a cer- 
tain number of the Rate-payers of the said Settle- 
ment should from time to time be sppoiated to 
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sist the Government in the management of the 
sid Municipal Fund, as well as in the performance 
af other Municipal Acts hereinafter mentioned : 
It is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the 
Chief Civil Authority of the said Settlement for 
the time being, from time to time, to nominate and 
appoint at each of the said Stations of Prince of 
Wales’ Istand, Singapore and Malacca, a Muncipal 
Committee to consist of five resident Rate-payers, 
of whom two shall be Officers of the local Govern- 
ment, and in case it shall be found impracticable 
from refusal to act, to obtain at either of the said 
Stations a sufficient number of unofficial persons 
to compose such Committee, it shall be competent 
for the said Chief Civil Authority to nominate and 
appoint a Committee of three resident Rate-payers 
instead of five; and that it shall be competent for 
the said Municipal Committee in conjunction with 
the said Chief Civil Authority, and under and in 
eouformity with such orders and instructions as may 
from time to time be issued by the Governor of 
Bengal, to make order for the performance of the 
several objects and purposes specified and con- 
tamed in Section XII. of this Act for which pro- 
vision is thereby directed to be made out of the 
sad Municipal Fund; and to authorize and sanc- 
tion the payment and disbursement of all Bills 
and Charges for the same. Provided, nevertheless, 
that it shall be competent for the said Chief Civil 
Authority at any time, if he shall think fit, to 
refer any matter or thing whatsoever herein to be 
done and performed for the sanction or instruc- 
tions of the Governor of Bengal, accompanied by 
the opinion or observations thereon of the said 
Municipal Committee, and that nothing in this 
Act contained shall be construed to affect any of 
the provisions of Act No. ILI. of 1847. 


XIV. And it is hereby enacted, that the said 
Municipal Committee shall have power to make 
Rules and Regulations, subject to the approval of 
the said Chief Civil Authority, for more fully and 
effectually carrying out and performing the objects 
and purposes specified in Sections XII, and XILI. 
of this Act, and to alter or amend the same from 
time to time as may be necessary subject to the 
like approval. 


XV. And it is hereby enacted, that as soon 
after the Ist day of January in every year as may 
be practicable, the Collector or other Officer ap- 
pointed to collect the Assessment and ‘Taxes nn- 
der this Act at each of the said Stations of Prince 
of Wales’ Island, Singapore and Malacca, shall 
prepare a detailed Statement of the said Munici- 
pal Fund exhibiting the sums collected under the 
respective heads of Assessment, ‘axes or other- 
wise during the preceding year, and shewing also 
the disbursements which have been made during 
the same period, and that the said statement shall 
be published at the Station to which it relates in a 
Newspaper, and if such Station shall have no 
Newspaper then the publication shall be made in 
some Newspaper at auy of the other Stations; and 
the said statement shall also be open to general 
inspection at the Office of such Collector or other 
Officer for a period of one month from the date of 
its publication. 


XVI. And it is hereby enacted, that the Officer 
Superintending the Police at each of the said Sta- 
tions of Prince of Wales’ Island, Singapore and 
Malacca, shall between the Ist and 15th day of 
January in eyery year, require the Owners of all 
P alanquin (Carrjages, Carts, and other Vehicles, 
kept in such Station for the purpose of being let 
tv hire for the conveyance of passengers or goods 
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to enter such Palanquin Carriages, Carts and 
other Vehicles, in a Register to be kept for that 
purpose at the Police Office of such Station. And 
every Owner of a Palanquin Carriage, Cart or 
other Vehicle subject to such registration who shall 
omit or refuse to enter such Vehicle at the Police 
Office in manner aforesaid, shall on conviction be- 
fore a Justice of the Peace, pay for each offence a 
fine not exceeding Twenty Spanish Dollars, with 
costs of prosecution to be recoverable on non-pay- 
ment by Warrant of Distress and sale under the 
hand of the convicting Justice of the Peace, and 
the overplus, if any, of the Goods and Chattels sold 
shall be paid to such Owuer or Owners. 


XVIT. And it is hereby enacted, that every 
Owner of a registered Palanguin Carriage, Cart or 
other Vehicle who shall neglect to place in a con- 
spicuous part of atch Vehicle a numbered board 
which shall be furnished to him by the Registering 
Olficer, shall on conviction before a Justice of the 
Peace, pay a fine not exceeding Five Spanish 
Dollars for each offence, to be recovered in manner 
specified in the last foregoing Section. 


AVIIL And it is ‘hereby enacted, that all 
Quarter Session and Police fees, fines, poundage, 
aud forfeitures imposed, levied and paid at each of 
the said Stations of Prince of Wales’ Island, Sin- 
gapore and Malacca shall be forthwith paid into 
the said Mumcipal fund at such Station in aid of 
the several purposes specified in Section XII. of 
this Act. 


AIX. And itis hereby enacted, that no Assess- 
ment or Charge made under authority of this Act 
shall be tmpeached or affected by reason of any 
mistake in the name of any person liable to As- 
sessinent or Tax, or of any thing chargeable with 
Assessment or Tax, or any mistake in the amount 
of Assessment or Vax charged provided the direc- 
tions of this Act be in substance and effect com- 
plied with; and that no proceedings or other 
matter or thing had or done under this Act shall 
be quashed or set aside for want of form in any 
Court or Courts of Justice.

Act No. X. or 1848. 


An Act for annexing the lapsed State of Mandvee 
to the Presidency of Bombay. 
Whereas the State of Mandvee has lapsed to 
the British Government :— 


I. It is hereby enacted, that from and after the 
Ist day of May, 1843, the lapsed State of Mand- 
vee, as described in the annexed Schedule, shall be 
subject to all Regulations and Acts which are, or 
shall be, in force within the territories subject to 
the Presidency of Bombay. 


II. And it is hereby enacted, in modification of 
Section X XJ. Regulation II. of 1827; of Section 
VI. Regulation XVI. of 1827; and Sections IX., 
AVI, AXXIV. and XLIX. of Regulation XVII. 
of 1827, that suits on the following subjects shall 
not be cognizable by the Civil Courts within the 
said lapsed State of Mandvce: 


Ist. All claims for damages against persons in 
authority under the late Government for abuse of 
power during that period. 


2d. All claims against Government on account 
of Enams. 


od. All claims against Government on account 
of Jagheers, Wurshasuns, Pensions, Nemnooks and 
other advantages not hereditary. 


4th. All disputes regarding public Rent or 
Revenue payable to Government, and all com- 
plaints of exaction by Mamlutdars, or District or 
Village Officers. 


5th. All claims on account of Village debts, 
all Village boundary disputes, and disputes re- 
garding the use of wells and water courses. 


III. And it is hereby enacted, that the Gover- 
nor of Bombay in Council shall be, and is hereby 
empowered to exempt from the jurisdiction of the 
Civil and Criminal Courts, the Widows and such 
of the present relatives of the late Rajas of 
Mandvee aa may to him seem proper, and to 
declare the persons ao exempted amenable to the 
authority of an Agent whom he may appoint for 
this purpose.

alive, or perpetrating Suttee, shall be visited with 
condign punishment, and any Noble or District 
Officer permitting, or assisting in the accom plish- 
ment of such acts, will be liable to severe penal- 
ties.

The following Act passed by the Governor 
General of India in Council on the 25th of March 
1848, is hereby promulgated for general infor- 
mation. 


Acr No. 1X. or 1848. 


An Act to repeal Acts No. XII. of 1839 and 
No, XIL. of 1840, and to raise funds for Police and 
Municipal purposes throughout the Settlement of 
Prince of Wales’ Island, Singapore and Malacca, 
and the dependencies and places subordinate or 
annexed thereto, by levying an Assessment upon the 
vents, produce and income derived from Buildings 
and Lands within the said Settlement, and by taxing 
Carriages, Waggons, Carts, Horses, and Mules hept 
or used within the same. 


1. Itishereby enacted, that from and after the 
First day of January 1849, Act No. XII. of 1839 
and Act No. XII. of 1840, are repealed. 


II. And it is hereby enacted, that from the said 
First day of January 1849 an Assessment at a rate 
not exceeding ten per cent., to be fixed from time 
to time, as he shall think fit, by the Chief Civil 
Authority within the incorporated Settlement of 
Prince of Wales’ Island, Singapore and Malacca, 
shall be levied every half-year in advance on the 
actual or estimated rents of all Houses, Shops and 
other Buildings situated within the said Settlement 
and the dependencies and places now or hereafter 
to be subordinate or annexed thereto, to be paid 
by the Tenant'or Tenants, or Occupier or Occu- 
piers of such Houses, Shops and other Buildings 
at the time of sueh Awsessment. Provided always, 
that the several Houses or Buildings specified in 
Schedule A hereunto annexed, shall be exempted 
from Assesament’under this Act. 


INI. And it js hereby enacted, that from and 
after the day aforesaid an Assessment at a rate 
not exceeding five .per cent, to be fixed from 
time to time as he shall see fit by the said Chief 
Civil Authority, sball be levied half-yearly or annu- 
ally upon the actual rent or upon the value of 
the net produce derived from all lands situated 
in: the aad Settlement, dependencies and places 
held, possessed, or used for purposes of agriculture 
or cultivation of any description whatsoever. Pro- 


Vided always, that no Assessment shall be charged 


| 
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on any rent paid as quit rent to the East India 
Company for lands held under leases or other 
titles from the said Company, and that the pro- 
duce of lands of less extent than three (3) acres 
used for the cultivation of Paddy, Siri, or Vegeta- 
bles, and lands of which the annual net produce 
shall be less than Ten Spanish Dollars, if it shall 
be the sole assessable property of any one or more 
persons, shall be exempted from the payment of 
any Assessment under this Act. 


IV. And it is hereby enacted, that in order to 
ascertain the value of the net produce of any such 
lands for any one year or half-year for the purpose 
of levying such Assessment the amount of outlay 
actually paid and expended during that particular 
period in and upon the lands yielding such pro- 
duce and in the manufacture of any such produce 
(not including either the purchase money of such 
lands, or the original outlay thereon, or the cost 
or purchase money of any articles of Machinery 
used or employed, or of any Buildings erected 
thereon) shall be deducted from the estimated 
value, at the then local current rate, of the gross 
quantity or amount of produce whether manufac- 
tured or otherwise derived from such lands, and 
that upon the overplus or net balance value so 
ascertained the said Assessment shall be levied and 
paid. 

V. And it is hereby enacted, that in order to 
facilitate the collecting of Assessment on lands in 
manner specified in Section 1V. of this Act, it shall 
and may be lawful for the Collector or other Officer 
appointed in manier hereinafter mentioned to 
collect the same at each of the said Stations of 
Prince of Wales’ Island, Singapore and Malacca, 
and the dependencies and places aforesaid torequire 
the Owner, Occupier, Agent, Superintendent or 
other person in charge of any such lands to furnish 
him either annually or half yearly in writing under 
his or their hand or hands, with a true and detailed 
statement of the gross and actual yaaa and 
amount of produce of what nature and kindsoever 
yielded by the said land or manufactured therefrom 
during either of the said periods, and likewise a 
true and detailed statement of the amount of 
actual outlay paid and expended in the cultivation 
of the said land and in the preparation or manu- 
facture of the produce thereof during the like 
periods, which said statements shall be verified by 
oath or affirmation to be made by such personor

persons before one of Her Majesty’s Justices of 
the Peace at such Station (who is hereby autho- 
rized and required to administer the same) if there- 
to required by the said Collector or other Officer as 
aforesaid. And any person or persons who shall re- 
fuse to make such oath or affirmation, or who shall 
refuse to furnish such statement, shall on conviction 
thereof before the Court of Quarter Session at 
such Station, be liable to pay a fine not exceeding 
‘Two Hundred Spanish Dollars, and in default of 
payment thereof to be imprisoned for a term not 
exceeding two months. 

VI. And it is hereby enacted, that from and 
after the day aforesaid a ‘Vax shall be levied half- 
yearly in advance on all Carriages, Waggons, 
Carts, Uorses, Mules and Elephants in use or 
kept within the said Settlement, dependencies and 
places to be charged on the Owner or Owners, or 
where the Owner is absent or cannot be avcertain- 
ed, on the person or persons in charge thereof, at 
the following rates, that 1s to say:

and that if the payment of any such Tax shall not be 
duly made it shall be lawful for any Justice of the 
Peace upon being satisfied that due diligence has 
been used to obtain payment, to issue his Warrant 
for levying the amount of such ‘Tax by seizing 
and selling the Goods and Chattels of the person 
or persons so charged with the payment of such 
Tax and so making default. Provided always, 
that the several vehicles and animals, specified in 
Schedule B hereunto annexed, shall be exempted 
from the payment of any ‘Tax under this Act. 


VII. And it is bereby enacted, that the Chief 
Civil Authority of the said Settlement shall have 
power to appoint a Collector or Collectora, or such 
other Officer or Officers as may be deemed requi- 
site for the collection of the Assessment and Taxes 
leviable under this Act at the several Stations of 
Prince of Wales’ Island, Singapore and Malacca, 
and the dependencies and places subordinate or 
annexed thereto respectively. 

VII. And it is hereby enacted, that in any 
case where payment shall not be duly made of any 
Assessment charged and demanded under autho- 
rity of this Act, the Collector or other Officer ap- 
pointed to collect the same shall certify in writing 
such non-payment to any Justice of the Peace who, 
if he shall be satisfied that due diligence has been 


used to obtain payment, and that the same has - 


been improperly withheld, shall issue his Warrant 
for levying the amount of such Assessment by seiz- 
ure and sale of any Goods and Chattels and growing 
Crops whatsoever aud to whomsoever belonging 
in or upon the Houses, Shops or other Buildings,

X. And it is hereby enacted, that the Court oj 
Quarter Session of the said Settlement shall have 
power to hear and determine in such manner ag ty 
the said Court shall seem just all appeals }, 
parties who may feel themselves aggrieved by, 
who may have any reason to object to any demand 
for payment of any Assessment or ‘lax leviab| 
under this Act whether on the ground of surcharge 
or otherwise, provided always, that before any ap 
plication for any such appeal shall be entertained 
by the said Court the party or parties making the 
same shall first pay the amount of the Assessment 
or ‘Tax charged, and at the time of such payment 
give notice in writing of his or their intention ty 
appeal to the Collector or other Officer by whom 
such Assessment or ‘l’ax may have been demanded. 


XI. And it is hereby enacted, that no appeal 
shall be allowed by the said Court of Quarter 
Session unless the same shall have been made and 
prosecuted within three months from the time of 
payment of the amount of Assessment or Tax de- 
manded and delivery of such notice to the Collec- 
tor or other Officer aforesaid. 


XII. And it is hereby enacted, that the 
monies collected from the Assessment and Taxes 
Jeviable under this Act at the said several 
Stations of Prince of Wales’ Island,  Singa- 
pore and Malacca, and the dependencies and places 
aforesaid, shall be called the “ Municipal fund,’ 
and that the same or so much thereof as shall 
be required shall be applied in manner herein- 
after mentioned, towards the payment and main- 
tenance of an eflicient Police and of an Estab- 
lishment for the collection of the said Assessment 
and ‘Taxes at each of the said Stations, dependen- 
cies and places; and also towards the efficient 
watching, repairing, renewing, cleansing, draining 
and keeping in repair the public Roads and Streets 
and all other public thoroughfares in Town and 
Country at each of the said Stations, dependencies 
and places; and also towards the repairing, renew- 
ing, building, rebuilding, cleansing and securely 
upholding all public Bridges, Jetties, Quays, 
Aqueducts, Canals, Sluices, Sewers and Sluice- 
gates made for or in the occupation or use of the 
public atthe said Stations, dependencies and places 
either made, commenced or hereafter to be made; 
and also towards the lighting of the said public 
Streeta and Bridges, and to the effecting of other 
purpors necessary for the comfort and protection 
of the inhabitants of the said Settlement, depen- 
dencies and places. Provided always, that all 
Roads, Streets and Bridges leading to and ter- 
minating at any Government House and other 
Building belonging to Government, or any Military 
Post, Barracks or Cantonment, or any Hospital, 
Poor House, Sailor’s Home or other Benevolent 
or Charitable Institution under the patronage of 
Government, or any place of public Worship shall 
be deemed to be Public Roads, Streets and Bridges 
within the meaning of this Act. 


XIII. And whereas it is desirable, that a cer- 


tain number of the Rate-payers of the said Settle- 
ment should from time to time be appointed to 
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assist the Government in the management of the 
said Municipal Fund, as well as in the performance 
of other Municipal Acts hereinafter mentioned : 
It is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the 
Chief Civil Authority of the said Settlement for 
the time being, from time to time, to nominate and 
appoint at each of the said Stations of Prince of 
Wales’ Island, Singapore and Malacca, a Muncipal 
Jommittee to consist of five resident Rate-payers, 
of whom two shall be Officers of the local Govern- 
ment, and in case it shall be found impracticable 
from refusal to act, to obtain at either of the said 
Stations a sufficient number of unofficial persons 
to compose such Committee, it shall be competent 
for the said Chief Civil Authority to nominate and 
appoint a Committee of three resident Rate-payers 
instead of five; and that it shall be competent for 
the said Municipal Committee in conjunction with 
the said Chief Civil Authority, and under and in 
conformity with such orders and instructions as may 
from time to time be issued by the Governor of 
Bengal, to make order for the performance of the 
several objects and purposes specified and con- 
tained in Section XII. of this Act for which pro- 
vision is thereby directed to be made out of the 
said Municipal Fund; and to authorize and sane- 
tion the payment and disbursement of all Bills 
and Charges for the same. Provided, nevertheless, 
that it shall be competent for the said Chief Civil 
Authority at any time, if he shall think fit, to 
refer any matter or thing whatsoever herein to be 
done and performed for the sanction or instruc- 
tions of the Governor of Bengal, accompanied by 
the opinion or observations thereon of the said 
Municipal Committee, and that nothing in this 
Act contained shall be construed to affect any of 
the provisions of Act No. III. of 1847. 


XIV. And it is hereby enacted, that the said 
Municipal Committee shall have power to make 
Rules and Regulations, subject to the approval of 
the said Chief Civil Authority, for more fully and 
effectually carrying out and performing the objects 
and purposes specified in Sections XII. and XIIT. 
of this Act, and to alter or amend the same from 
time to time as may be necessary subject to the 
like approval. 


XV. And itis hereby enacted, that as soon 
after the Ist day of January in every year as may 
be practicable, the Collector or other Officer ap- 
pointed to collect the Assessment and ‘Taxes un- 
der this Act at each of the said Stations of Prince 
of Wales’ Island, Singapore and Malacca, shall 
prepare a detailed Statement of the, said Munici- 
pal Fund exhibiting the sums g@ii@aiisd under the 
respective heads of Assessmenigagmmmes or other- 
wise during the preceding year, and shewing also 
the disbursements which have been made during 
the same period, and that the said statement shall 
be published at the Station to which it relates in a 
Newspaper, and it such Station shall have no 
Newspaper then the publication shall be made in 
some Newspaper at any of the other Stations; and 
the said statement shall also be open to general 
inspection at the Office of such Collector or other 
Officer for a period of one month from the date of 
its publication. 

XVI. And it is hereby enacted, that the Officer 
Superintending the Police at each of the said Sta- 
tions of Prince of Wales’ Island, Singapore and 
Malacca, shall between the Ist and 15th day of 
January in every year, require the Owners of all 
Palanquin Carriages, Carts, and other Vehicles, 
rept in.such Station for the purpose of being let 
to hire for the conveyance of passengers or goods 
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to enter such Palanquin Carriages, Carts and 
other Vehicles, ina Register to be kept for that 
purpose at the Police Office of such Station. And 
every Owner of a Pualanquin Carriage, Cari or 
other Vehicle subject to such registration who shall 
omit or refuse to enter such Vehicle at the Police 
Office in manner aforesaid, shall on conviction be- 
fore a Justice of the Peace, pay for each offence a 
fine not exceeding Twenty Spamsh Dollars, with 
costs of prosecution to be recoverable on non-pay- 
ment by Warrant of Distress and sale under the 
hand of the convicting Justice of the Peace, and 
the overplus, if any, of the Goods and Chattels sold 
shall be paid to such Owner or Owners. 


AVII. And it is hereby enacted, that every 
Owner of a registered Palanquin Carriage, Cart or 
other Vehicle who shall neglect to place in a con- 
spicuous part of such Vehicle a numbered board 
which shall be turnished to him by the Registering 
Officer, shall on conviction before a Justice of the 
Peace, pay a fine not exceeding Vive Spanish 
Dollars for each offence, to be recovered in manner 
specified in the last foregoing Section. 


XVIII. And it is hereby enacted, that all 
Quarter Session and Police fees, fines, poundage, 
aud forfeitures imposed, levied and paid at each of 
the said Stations of Prince of Wales’ Island, Sin- 
gapore and Malacca shall be forthwith paid into 
the said Municipal Fund at such Station in aid of 
the several purposes specified in Section X11. of 
this Act. 


NIX. And it is hereby enacted, that no Assess- 
ment or Charge made under authority of this Act 
shall be impeached or affected by reason of any 
mistake in the name of any person liable to As- 
sessment or ‘lax, or of any thing chargeable with 
Assessment or ‘Tax, or any mistake in the amount 
of Assessment or ‘lax charged provided the direc- 
tions of this Act be in substance and effect com- 
plied with; and that no proceedings or other 
matter or thing had or done under this Aet snall 
be quashed or set aside for want of form in any 
Court or Courts of Justice.

Act No. X. or 1848. 


An Act for annexing the lapsed State of Mandvee 
to the Presidency of Bombay. 


Whereas the State of Mandvee has lapsed to 
the British Government :— 


I. Jt is hereby enacted, that from and after the 
Ist day of May, 1848, the lapsed State of Mand- 
vee, as described in the annexed Schedule, shall be 
subject to all Regulations and Acts which are, or 
shall be, in force within the teritories subject to 
the Presidency of Bombay. 


I]. And it is hereby enacted, in modification of 
Section X XI. Regulation II. of 1827; of Section 
VI. Regulation XVI. of 1827; and Sections IX., 
AVI, XXXIV. and XLIX. of Regulation XVII, 
of 1827, that suits on the following subjects shall 
not be cognizable by the Civil Courts within the 
said lapsed State of Mandvee: 


Ist. All claims for damages against persons in 
authority under the late Government for abuse of 
power during that period. 


2d. All claims against Government on account 
of Enams. 


3d. All claims against Government on account 
of Jagheers, Wurshasuns, Pensions, Nemnooks and 
other advantages not hereditary. 


4th. <All disputes regarding public Rent or 
Revenue payable to Government, and all com- 
plaints of exaction by Mamlutdars, or District or 
Village Officers. 


5th. All claims on account of Village debts, 
all Village boundary disputes, and disputes re- 
garding the use of wells and water courses. 


IJI. And it is hereby enacted, that the Gover- 
nor of Bombay in Council shall be, and is hereby 
empowered to exempt from the jurisdiction of the 
Civil and Criminal Courts, the Widows and such 
of the present relatives of the late Rajas of 
Mandvee as may to him seem proper, and to 
declare the persons so exempted amenable to the 
authority of an Agent whom he may appoint for 
this purpose.

Resolution. —Vhe following Act is brought up 
before the Legislative Council this day, The 
Right Hon’ble the Governor General in Council 
being desirous that no time should be lost in pass- 
ing the Act, Resolved, thatthe Rule requiring a 
previous publication of two months or three 
months before the passing of any Act of the Go- 
vernment of India be suspended in respect to the 
following proposed Act, and that it be reconsider- 
ed at the first Legislative Meeting after the 15th 
of May next.

The following Draft of a proposed Act was 
read in Council for the first time on the 15th 
Apul 1848, 


Act No. —— oF 1848. 


An Act for better defining the jurisdiction of the 
Calcutta Court of Commissioners for the Re- 
covery of Small Debts. 


Whereas by a Statute passed in the 39th year 
of the reign of His late Majesty King Georgé the 
Third, intituled * An Act for establishing fur- 
“ther Regulations for the Government of the Bri- 
“‘tish Territories in India and the better Adminis- 
tration of Justice within the same,” it was enacted 
that it should be lawful for the Governor General 
and Council of Fort William for the time being to 
order and appoint in what manner the Court of 
Requests of the Settlement of Furt William should 
in future be formed, and to what amount in value 
hot exceeding the sum of Four Hundred Sicca Ru- 
pees the jurisdiction of the same should extend, 
and to frame and make such new rules and orders, 
and to establish and declare such new modes and 
forms of proceeding as to them should appear ex- 
pedient for new-modelling, altering and reforming 
the then constitution of the said Court, and by 
their Proclamation to be made and published in due 
form of law to notify to all persons concerned such 


new constitution, rules, orders, modes and forms of 
ee and the time from whence they were to 
ave force and effect: And whereas the then 
Vice President in Council, with the sanction and 
approbation of the then Governor General, by his 
Proclamation bearing date the 18th day of March 
in the year 1802, did in pursuance of the powers 
and authorities given by the said Statute, order 
and direct that the then Court of Requests for the 
Recovery of Small Debts, and all powers and au- 
thorities exercised by it should cease and deter- 
mine, and that a new Court of Requests for the 
Recovery of Small Debts to be composed of three 
Commissioners and to be called “ The Court of 
Commissioners for the Recovery of Small Debts,” 
should be created in and for the Sertrement of 
Fort Wilham, and should exercise the powers and 
authorities in the said Proclamation particularly 
mentioned or referred to, and did by the said Prto- 
clamation extend the jurisdiction of the said 
Court to the sum of One Handced Sicca Rupees 
and no more, and did by the said Proclamation 
give to the said Court full power and authority to 
make and frame such Rales and Regulations as 
might be necessary to direct the process and 
practice of the same, provided that no rule should 
be made which should be inconsistent with the 
sald Proclamation, and that no rule or order to be 
framed by the said Court should be in force until 
the same should have been allowed by the Supreme 
Court of Jud cature, and that the sume when so 
allowed should be printed and published for the 
information of the public, and did by the said 
Proclamation order that the Summonses issued by 
the said Court should be made returnable on 
Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays only: And 
whereas the then Governor General of and for the 
Presidency of fort Wilham in Bengal m Council 
did afterwards by another Proclamation bearing 
date the 25th day of Septemberin the year 13813, 
extend the jurisdiction of the said Court to the 
sum of ‘two Hundred and [Fifty Sieca Rupees 
and no more. And whereas the then Governor 
General in and for the Presidency of Fort William 
aforesaid in Council did afterwards by avuother 
Proclamation, bearing date the 29th day of Octo- 
ber in the year 1819, order and direct that from 
and after the First day of December then next 
ensuing the jurisdiction of the said Court 
should extend to the sum of I*our Hundred 
Sicca Rupees and no more,and that the Com- 
missioners of the said Court should hold and 
exercise all powers and authorities theretofore or 
thereby granted to the said Court of Commis- 
sioners in suits for debts, duties or demands, not 
exceeding the value of Four Hundred Sicca Rupees 
in as full and ample a manner as the same powers 
and authorities had theretofore been or were then 
exercised by the said Court to the amount in 
value of Sicca Rupees T'wo Hundred and Fifty, and 
did by such Proclamation order that summonses 
be made returnable on such days as the said Com- 
missioners might lawfully from time to time direct: 
And whereas the said Court of Commissioners 
hath exercised jurisdiction over and heard and 
determined all such matters as it is in and by 
the said several Proclamations authorized to hear 
and determine to the extent and amount in the said 
last Proclamation authorized: And whereas doubts 
have arisen whether the Governor General in 
Council had authority by a second Proclamation 
further to extend the jurisdiction of the said 
Court, and it is expedient to establish both retros- 
pectively and prospectively the legality of the 
said last two Proclamations, and of all that has 
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been done or may hereafter be done in pureuance 
of and in conformity with the same or either of 
them: And whereas doubts have also arisen whe- 
ther the powers given to the said Commissioners 
by the first of the said Proclamations are by the 
terms of the said third Proclamation effectually 
extended to the matters over which jurisdiction is 
thereby declared to be given to the said Court of 
Cgmmigsioners, and it isexpedient to remove such 
doubts: And whereas the Kules, Orders and Regu- 
lations for the direction of the process and practice 
of the said Court which have been established in 
and by the said Court have not been allowed or 
published as directed by the said first Proclama- 
tion, and it is expedient to ratify and confirm 
the same notwithstanding such omission: And 
whereas the said Commissioners have been accus- 
tomed to sit separately and to form separate 
Courts sitting at the same time, and it 13 also 
expedient to establish as well prospectively as 
retrospectively the legality of that practice,— 
therefore, It is enacted, that all proceedings hereto- 
fore had or hereafter to be had in pursuance of 
and in conformity with the said Proclamations, or 
any of them by the said Commissioners, or any 
person or persons acting under their authority 
shall be deemed to have been and to be vaiid in 
law to all intents and purposes whatever, and 
against all persons and bodies corporate whom 
soever, aud that all the powers and authorities 
declared to be given to the said Commissioners 
by the said first Proclamation shall extend to and 
be exercised in respect of and shall be deemed to 
have heretofore extended to all matters which in 
and by the said several Proclamations, or any of 
them, the said Commissioners were authorized 
to hear and determine, and that all proceedings 
heretofore had by any Commissioner or Com- 
missioners whilst sitting apart from the others 
or other of them, or by any person, or persons 
under his or their authority, shall be deemed and 
taken to have been as valid in law to all intents 
and purposes whatever, and against all persons 
and bodies corporate whomsoever as if the said 
Commissioners had been sitting tevether in the 
said Court of Requests, and that it shall be tawful 
for such Commissioners henceforth to sit either 
altovether or apart, and to hold one Court or 
separate Courts sitting at the same time in like 
manner as they have been heretofore accustomed 
to do; and that all rules, orders,forms of procedure, 
tables of fees now used or established in the said 
Court shall be deemed to have been from the 
time of their being first used or established res- 
pectively, and to be valid in law to all intents 
and purposes, notwithstanding the omission to 
procure the allowance of such of the same as 
should have been allowed as aforesaid, and not- 
withstanding the non-publication of such of the 
same as should have been published as aforesaid, 
and that all summanses and other process issued by 
the said Commissioners, or any of them, whether 
issued before or after the passing of this Act, shall 
be deemed to be valid and effectual in the law oa 
whatsoever day the same shall have been made re- 
turnable.

Whereas by a Statute paseed in the 89th year 
of the reign of His late Majesty King George the 
Third, intitdéled “An Act for establishing fur- 
“ther Regulations for the Government of the Bri- 
“tish Territories in India and the better Adminis- 
tration of Justice within the same,” it was enacted 
that it should be lawful for the Governor General 
and Oouncit of Fort William for the time being to 
order and appoint in what manner the Court of 
Requesta of the Settlement of Fort William should 
in future be formed, ad ‘to mbat amount in value 
Hut exceeding the sum of Four Hundred Sicca Ru: 
pees the jurtediction of the same should extend, 
and to frame ‘and make such new roles and orders,

and authorities given by the said Statute, order 
and direct that "Me then Court of Requests for the 
Recovery of Small Debts, and all powers and au-

Presidency of Fort Willham in Bengal in Council 
did afterwards by another Proclamation bearing 
date the 25th day of September in the year 1818, 
extend the jurisdiction of the said Court to the 
sum of ‘wo Hundred and Fifty Sicca Rupees 
and no more: And whereas the then Governor 
General in and for the Presidency of Fort William 
aforesaid in Council did afterwards by another 
Proclamation, bearing date the 29th day of Octo- 
ber in the year 1819, order and direct that from 
and after the First day of December then next 
ensuing the jurisdiction of the said Court 
should extend to the sum of Four Hundred 
Sicca Rupees and no more, and that the Com- 
missioners of the said Court should hold and 
exercise all powers and authorities theretofore or 
thereby granted to the said Court of Commis- 
sioners in suits for debts, duties or demands, not 
exceeding the value of Four Hundred Sicca Rupees 


‘in as full and ample a manner as the same powers 
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and authorities had theretofore been or were then 
exercised by the said Court to the amount in 
value of Sicca Rupees T'wo Hundred and Fifty, and 
did by such Proclamation order that summonses 
be made returnable on such days as the said Com- 
missioners might lawfully from time to time direct: 
And whereas the said Court of Commissioners 
hath exercised jurisdiction over and heard and 
determined all such matters as it ig in and by 
the said several Proclamations authorized to hear 
and determine to the extent and amount in the said 
last Proclamation authorized: And whereas doubts 
have arisen whether the Governor General in 
Council had authority by a second Proclamation 
further to extend the jurisdiction of the said 
Court, and it is expedient to establish both retros- 
pectively and prospectively the legality of the 
said Jast two Proclamations, and of all that has 
been done or may hereafter be done in pursuance 
of and in conformity with the same or either of 
them: And whereas doubts have also arisen whe- 
ther the powers given to the said Commissioners 
by the first of the said Proclamations are by the 
terms of the said third Proclamation effectually 
extended to the matters over which jurisdiction is 
thereby declared to be given to Me said Court of 
Commissioners, and it isexpedient to remove such 
doubts: And whereas the Rules, Orders and Regu- 
lations for the direction of the process and practice 
of the said Court which have been established in 
and by the said Court have not been allowed or 
published as dirceted by the said first Proclama- 
tion, and it is expedient to ratify and confirm 
the same notwithstanding such omission: And 
whereas the said Commissioners have heen accus- 
tomed to sit separately and to form separate 
Courts sitting at the same time, and it is also 
expedient to establish as well prospectively as 
retrospectively the legality of that practice,— 
therefore, It is enacted, that all proceedings hereto- 
fore had or hereafter to be had in pursuance of 
and in conformity with the said Proclamations, or 
any of them by the said Commissioners, or any 
person or persons acting under their authority 
shall be deemed to have been and to be valid in 
law to all intents and purposes whatever, and 
against all persons and bodies corporate whom- 
soever, and that all the powers and authorities 
declared to be given to the said Commissioners 
by the said first Proclamation shall extend to and 
be exercised in respect of and shall be deemed to 
have heretofore extended to all matters which in 
and by the said several Proclamations, or any of 
them, the said Commissioners were authorized 
to hear and determine, and that all proceedings 
heretofore had by any Commissioner or Com- 
missioners whilst sitting apart from the othera 
or other of them, or by any person, or persons 
under his or their authority, shall be deemed and 
taken to have been as valid in law to all intents 
and purposes whatever, and against all persons 
and bodies corporate whomsoever as if the said 
Commissioners had been sitting together in the 
said Court of Requests, and that it shall be lawful 
for such Commissioners henceforth to sit either 
altogether or apart, and to hold one Court or 
separate Courts sitting at the same time in like 
manner as they have been heretofore accustomed

Act No. oF 1848. 
An Act for better enforcing the attendance of pro- 
prretors and farmers o} land before Collectors of 

Land Revenu in the Bengal Presidency, 





Whereas by Clause 3, Section 13 of Regulation 
Il, 1819 and by Section 19 of Regulation VII. 
1822. and Section 3, Regulation 1X. 1825 of the 
Bengal Cade, provision 1s made for the imposition 
of a daily fine by the Board of Revenue, or other 
authority exercising the powers of that Board on 
any proprietor or farmer of land subject to the 
provisions contained in the recited Clauses and 
Sections of the said several Regulations, who 
when duly summoned by the Collector or Com- 
missioner shall omit or refuse to attend, or to cause 
his Officer or Agent to attend, or to furnish the 
accounts or documents required, and eball not shew 
sufficient cause for such omission; and it is further 
provided in and by the firat recited Regulation, 
that the fine when confirmed by Government 18 to 
be levied by the same process as is prescribed for 
the recovery of arrears of revenue; and whereas 
in many cases by the delay thus occasioned, the 
progress of the survey is hindered, and the whole 
burden of the penalty is greatly increased beyond 
what would be necessary, if summary power were 
given to the Officer by whom the requisition is 
made, to impose and levy reasonable fines, subject 
to review by the Commissioner of Revenue and 
other superior authority, It is enacted as follows: 


I. Ifany proprietor or farmer of land shall omit 
or refuse to attend, or to cause his Officer or Agent 
to attend, when duly summoned by the Collectag, 
in any of the cases specified in the recited Regu- 
lations, or either of them, by the time prescribed 
in the patice issued by the Collector, or shall 
omit er refuge to furnish the accounts or docu- 
mentéequired, and shall not shew sufficient cause 
for sueh omission, the Collector or other Officer 
empowered to make ‘the requisition shall be em- 
powered to impose of his own authority such 
dsily fine, to be payable daily until he complies 
with the Collector’s requisition, ag such Collector 
or other Officer may think adequate to his situa- 





tion and circumstances in life, not exceeding in 
any case the daily fioe of 50 Rupees: and the 
amount of such fine aceruing due from time to 
time may be levied without further confirmation 
by the same process as is prescribed for the re~ 
covery of arrears of revenue, 


If. The Collector shall forthwith report the 
imposition of every such fine, and the amount 
thereof, and also from time to time the amount 
levied, ‘o the Commissioner of Revenue, who shall 
report the same fur the information of the local 
Government. 


Il]. Every order passed by a Collector, or per- 
gon exercigsng the powers of a Collector under 
this Act, shall be appealable in the usual manner 
tu the Cowmissioner of Revenue, and other supe- 
rior authority, but no such appeal shall avail to 
prevent the levy of any fine so imposed pending 
the appeal. 


IV. Whenever the amount levied under any 
such order issued for any default by authority of a 
Collector or person exercising the power of « 
Collector under this Act, shall have exceeded 
500 Rupees, the Collector shall report the case 
specially to the Commissioner of Revenue, and ne 
further levy for such default shall be made other- 
wise than by authority of the Commissioner of 


Revenue. 


V. Nothing in this Act contained ehall he 
deemed to repeal the power of imposing daily fines 
and of levying the fines so tmposed in the manner 
prescribed by the said Regulations. 


Ordered, that the Draft ngw read be published 


for general information. 


Ordered, that the said Draft be reconsidered at 
the first meeting of the Legislative Council of In- 
dia after the 29th day of June next.

ers along the Grand ‘Trunk Road have lately 
much of the attention of the Government, 
Reports and suggestions on the subject have been 
called for from the Local Officers, and Major 
Steel after marching along the whole course of the 
Toad, has furnished his remarks for the considera- 
non of the Lieutenant Governor. The most im- 
ortant of the results are embodied in this 
Notification, and published for general information, 
in order that travellers in general may be apprised 
of the measures, which are In progress for their 
commodation and protection. 


9 All enquiries show that there is a great 
and increasing traffic along the Grand Trunk 
Road. This traffic may become the source of 
great profit to the Zemindars and residents along 
the road, if effectual measures are taken in every 
district to protect the people from oppression on 
the part of Civil and Military Servants of the 
Government, and other travellers who may pass 
along its course. It is also necessary to make 
adequate arrangements for the supply of the neces- 
sary wanta of travellers, and to protect them and 
‘heir property from injury on the road. 


3. The following measures will be found condu- 
ive to these ends. 


4, Encamping Grounds. These have been gene- 
ally marked out along the road, but there is much 
reason to believe that it will be found preferable 
ohave the two encamping grounds, each of the 
prescribed size of 400 yards square, on the same 
side of the village, instead of on opposite sides. 
The two encamping grounds should be adjoining 
to each other, so that all the arrangements for the 
supply of troops and travellers may be collected on 
the spot, and permanently stored there. If this 
can be now effected without great inconvenience it 
should be done,,and the Oirders of March 25, 
1847, should be held go far modified. 


5. Surnly of Provisions. The Orders of Janua- 
ry 21, 1833, must be carried out for ensuring the 
sale of all Burdasht articles on the spot. ‘The 
erection of Burdasht Khanahs on the ground, or 
in its immediate vicinity, has been found very 
effective. ‘These buildings consist of an enclosure 
where wood, charcoal, earthenware vessels, and 
ther similar articles can be stored, with a few 
Bunneah’s shops attached outside. ‘Uhe cost of 
ach Burdasht Khanah is calculated at 200 Ru- 
dees. 


6. There is every reason to believe that Con- 
tactors can be found who will undertake at all 
uch places to sell the articles in most common 
lemand. ‘The following advances should be given 
M good security.

7. The Contractors should be prohibited from | 
ving any-intercourse with the Police as regards — 


the collection and sale of their articles. They 
should have ware-house room, and shops rent free 
in the Burdasht Khanahs, but they are to have no 
privileges or monopoly. They should be bound 
under sufficient penalty to furuish all apphcants at 
the current market price of the day. Detach- 
ments of troops or parties of travellers may be 
supplied retail, but whenever Regimental or other 
Bazars are attached to a Camp, the supply should 
be wholesale to the persons appointed to receive 
them. The wood should be made up in parcels 
each of the value of { pice, a specified number of 
which are to go to the maund. ‘These should be 
sold wholesale or retail as may be required. The 
absolute prohibition against the demand of any 
articles, either gratis or at less than the market 
price, is applicable to all Government Servants as 
well as to Sepoys. Police or Revenue Officers 
are especially bound to pay fairly for what they 
may require. 

8. The Contractors should be furnished by the 
Collector with Certificates in English and Oordoo, 
setting forth the obligations under which they lie. 
and the protection to which they are entitled, 
The price of all articles of fixed value must be 
apecified in their Certificate. ‘They must be bound 
to supply on requisition a Price Current of all 
articles of fluctuating value. This Price Current 
must always be presented to the Commanding 
Officer of a Regiment on his arrival in duplicate. 
He should countersign one and send it to the Col- 
lector for his information. 


9. The Revenue Officer who is placed in charge 
of these arrangements, is bound to see that the 
above provisions are complied with. It is also his 
duty to bring instantly to the notice of the Com- 
mauding Officer of a Regiment complaints that 
may be made by the Contractors of any injury they 
have received from Sepoys or Camp Followers. 
‘These representations may be made either verbally 
or in writing, and information should be sent of 
them to the Collector. 


10. <A Collector or Magistrate on receiving a 
well supported complaint against an Officer of the 
Army, or Detachment of ‘Troops, should imme- 
diately send information of it to the General Officer 
Commanding the Division towards which the party 
complained against, is moving. He should at the 
same time furnish the Commissioner of the Divi- 
sion with a copy of his representation. 


11. Serars.—There is every reason to believe 
that the Zemindars and Butteearahs and otherindi- 
viduals will, with proper encouragement, erect 
Serais or other places of accommodation for travel- 
lers at their own cost, either with a view to profit, 
or aS a meritorious charitable act. It is on every 
account desirable that such efforts should be pro- 
moted to the utmost. Buildings of this descrip- 
tion are on many accounts preferable to Govern- 
ment Serais. ‘Che Police should be strictly prohi- 
bited from interfering in such matters, sv a8 un- 
duly to favor any party, or to derive to themselves 
a profit from the undertakings. ‘Their watch should 
be kept outside the buildings, and they should 
never enter them in their official capacity, unless 
to repress evideut breaches of the peace, or other- 
wise in the regular execution of their duty. They 
must be strictly prohibited from levying any dues 
from travellers who may alight at Serais, or from 
compelling them to resort to particular places. 
Butteearahs must be protected in the fair exercise 
of their calling, and measures must be taken to 
enforce the same payments to them from Govern- 
ment Officers as are demanded from other indivi- 


duals. If no private individual will erect a suitable 
Serai, it may be expedient to build one at the 
Government expense, but in that case, the Police 
must not be allowed to use any undue measures for 
promoting resort to the Government Serai. 


12. Police —The preferable form for Murhel- 
Jahs is that of a building slightly raised above the 
ground and close on the road, consisting of two 
rooins and a verandah in front. ‘The Murhellahs 
should be built at the distance of 2 miles the one 
from the other. Each Murhellah should contain 
a Burkundauze and two Chowkeedars, who should 
always be present at night, and each Chowkeedar 
should have charge of a mile’s length of road 
immediately contiguous to the Murhellah on either 
side. A Murhellah of this description may be 
constructed for about 50 Rupees. 


13. Chowkees of larger dimensions and with 
accommodation for a Jemadar, two Sowars and 
several Burkundauzeg, consisting of six rooms, and 
stabling for two horses, should be erected at con- 
venient posts. 


14. The Tuhseeldarees and Thanahs should be 
brought as much on the Grand Trunk Road as 
may be consistent with other public objects. 


15. It will be the duty of the Chowkeedars and 
of the Burkundauzes to afford protection to all 
travellers with merchandize or goods who may 
stay for the night at Puraos or other established 
halting places in their vicinity, but they must be 
strictly prohibited from compelling travellers to 
stop at any particular place, nor must they be 
allowed to make any charge for the protection they 
afford. ‘Travellers who require separate Chow- 
keedars for the protection of their baggage or tents 
at the established encamping grounds, will be 
furnished with them at a settled price by the 
Officer of the Collector's Establishment who is 
stationed on the spot. for such Chowkeedars the 
established fee must be always paid. 


16. The Tuhseeldars along the road will gene- 
rally be invested with the powers of Deputy 
Magistrates. In that capacity it will be their duty 
to see that all provisions are punctually paid for, 
and that all Coolies and hired Chowkeedars re- 
oeive their proper wages. In the event of any 
complaints being preferred to them of non-pay- 
ment, or ill-treatment, on the parts of troops or 
travellers, they will immediately bring the circum- 
stance to the notice of the party against whom the 
complaint is lodged, either verbally or in writing, 
and if the matter is not promptly and satisfactorily 
settled, they will take evidence to the facts, and 
will either dispose of the case themselves, or send 
a representation of it, with their opinion, to the 
Collector or the Magistrate, as may be necessary. 


17, They will further exert themselves to 
prevent all exactions on the part of the Chowkee- 
dars or Burkundauzes or other Officers of Govern- 
ment on the road, whether directed against resi- 
dents in the vicinity, traders or shopmen located on 
the road, or travellers passing along it. They will 
bring to the notice of the Collector or Magistrate 
all instances of misconduct of this nature, with 
their recommendation as to the proper notice to 
be taken of the offence. 


18. On the occurrence of any crimes upon the 
road, especially where travellers are concerned, it 
will be the duty of the Deputy Magistrates to 
enter upon the case directly, so that the parties 
may suffer no unnecessary detention. If the case 
be within their competency they will dispose of it 
at once, otherwise they will send the criminal with 


the proceedings to the Magistrate for his 


orders, and will suffer all others, who are aoe 
in the case, and may be no further requir me 
pass on. Cd, to 


19. The Magistrate will pay particular at 
tion to the characters of the Police Officers, ci 
may be stationed along the road, and ie - 
suitably encourage the deserving. In like m; i 
the Collector will keep a vigilant watch iN 
Officers of his Establishment, who may be ats = 
ed with the superintendence of supplies ta 
several encamping grounds. He will be area 
that the supervision of the arrangements at e fi 
halting place is entrusted to one competent ind 
vidual, and that this person be furnished ih 
written authority to act, and with definite itis 
tions both in English and Oordoo. 


20. The Collector and Magistrate hj 
one of his beat qualified Aadietants will sea 
point to visit the halting grounds and the Cheg: 
kees, Serais and other public buildings along the 
road as often as may be practicable, and durin 
the cold weather some responsible Officer should if 
possible, be charged with the duty of movin 
along the road, and seeing that existing rules i. 
observed. | 


21. The preceding directions will indicate the 
nature of the arrangements, which it is considered 
desirable to make, though some time may elapse 
betore all can be completed, and perhaps particular 
ealises may prevent their universal adoption. It 1s 
intended that in the course of the approaching 
cold weather Major Steel shall again pass alone 
the road, and ascertain how much has been done, 
and how much more may be effected towards the 
accomplishment of the desired objects.
